Rival Ralilroads. 


‘CHICAGO, June 25.—A_ special from Santa 
Fe, New Mexico, says the case of the Texas 


’ Pacifie Railway Company vs. the Southern 


Pacifie Railroad came up in the United States 
circuit Court to-day. The complaint is 
(hrough the attorneys’ filed bill, which sets 
forth thatthe defendant is a trespasser and 
encroagner upon the lands of complainant, 
and that defendant hurried on its work for 
the purpose of preventing complainant from 
occupying and enjoyingits land grant. Com- 
plainant therefore asks the Court to award 
to it at a just and equitable figure all 
the lines of railroad rolling stock, improve- 
ments, ete., in the Territory of New Mexico 
owned and operated by defendant. The an- 
ever of defendant sets forth that the com- 
plainant has net proceeded with the con- 
struction of its road within the time prescribed 
by Congress, and furthermore claims that the 


grant constitutes a franchise, but avers that 
the United States never had any property. De- 
fendant expresses willingness to pay com- 
lainant $6,000, which t says 
more than the actual value of 
the land taken. At the conclusion 
of the reading of the bills an adjournment 
was taken until to-morrow morning at 10a. 
m. Both parties are represented by able 
counsel and the greatest interest is manifest- 
ed in the suit.

Balloting at Albany— The Point

The Joint Convention. 
ALBANY, June 25.—The Joint Convention 
ballot, short term, was as follows: Combined 
vote—Potter 34; Conkling, 22, Wheeler, 32; 
Cornell, 1; Lapham, 11; Roach, 1. Assembly- 


man Patterson raised a point of orderthat a 
quorum ofthe Senate had not yoted. The 
Chair decided the point of or- 
der not well taken, as 
a quorum of the Convention had voted, and 
declared there bad been no choice. 

The Convention then proceeded to vote for 
filling the Platt vacancy. When the Senate 
had voted, casting 15 votes, Murphy raised 
the point of order that a quot um of that body 
had not voted. The chair decided the point 
could not be raised during 
the roll eall. The following is 
thecombined vote: Depew 34, Kernan 54, 
Piatt 20, Cornell 5, Crowley 4, Tremaine 1 
and Lapbam 2. The Chair deciared no choice 
made and the Convention adjou rned. 


Murphy's Point of Order. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALBANY, N. V., June 25.— The Joint Con- 
vention resumed session at sharp 12 o' clock 
noon. A. C. Murphy, Democrat, created a 
sensation by demanding that before the bal- 
loting begin the journal of the Convention 
be read! Lieut.-Gov. Hoskins, Stalwart, 
ruled that no journal of the Convention had 
been kept; that the journal was of each House 
separately. He would not consider the mo- 
tion unless it was changed to a point of 
order as to whether there was a quorum of 
the Joint Convention present. Murphy 
changed the request, anda call showed that 
there were present twenty-one members more 
thana quorum. This was a surpris tothe 
Democrats, and the ballot was ordered. 

After the first ballot Murphy arose and 
said that Hoskins’ ruling that a quorum was 
present Was wrong and he appealed from the 
decision. 

Hoskins refused to consider the appeal 
and ordered the ballot. to proceed. 

After the ballot for Platt’s successor by 
the Senate, Murphy insisted that his appeal 
be put to the Convention and was again 
ruled out of order, nd Iloskins ordere 1 the 
balloting to continue and the Assembly ballot 
was taken. 

Then Murphy again insisted on the appeal 
being put to the Convention to be voted on, 
Hoskins refused to do so and ordered the 
balloting to goon. When the first Senate 
ballot for Platt’s place was finished Murphy 
again rose and insisted on his appeal being 
put to a vote of the Convention, and said that 
102 votes in the Joint Convention was unde 
under the law the vote of a quorum. Hos- 
kins declared him out of order and ordered 
the balloting to go on. 

Gov. Hoskins ruled that the Committee re- 
quired simply a quorum of the joint com- 
mittee.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—It is expected 
thatthe report of the examination into the 
fishery award payment to Great Britain, or- 
dered by Secretary Blaine on the statement 
and figures of Prof. Hind, will be ready to 
submit to Blaine next week. The 
Secretary is determined to thoroughly 
investigate all of Hind’s representations. 

TILE COMET. 

The new comet was visible here this morn- 
ing from 1:45 a. m. until it vanished in day- 
light. Observations were taken during that 
time at the Naval Observatory 
which showed the comet coming northward 
to be nine inches of an 
are Within an hour, or at the rate of three 
degrees and twenty-six minutes a day, and 
the astronomers here say that it is the most 
brilliant and mostinteresting comet that has 
appeared since 1843. They hope to be able to 
make satisfactory experiments with the comet 
spectroscope and also to photograph the 
comet.

The Star Route ting seize 
hold of everything possible and try to turn it 
to accountin their behalf. Thev have repre- 
sented Congresamiun Morey, of Mississippi, 
Chairman of the House. Committee on Post 
Offices in the last Congress, as denouncing the 
Stur Route investigation as a smut 
macbine Morey said to a Western 
Associated Press reporter to-day that he 
never used such language; thatonthe con- 
trary he heartily favors « rigid investigation. 
us he learned of and pointed out the abuses 
in the Star service when a member of the Post 
Office committee in Congress. Morey came 
here to obtain a correction of an 
allusion contained in a special dispatch toa 
New York paper to himself in connection 
witha man who got a Star Route contract in 
which the man was spoken of as Morey’s 
friend. This fact was used to make it ap- 
pear that a Congressman who 
bad had the position as chair- 
man of the Post Office Committee and 
had superior facilities for knowing about the 
Scar service disapproved and denounced the 
investigation. Like other’ attempts of the 
ring to belittle and weaken'the investigation 
this has failed. 

THE TREASURY FUND. 

There is a report that the Senate will as 
soon as Congress meets appoint a 
committee to prosecute an in- 
vestigation into the expenditure 
of the Treasury contingent fund. One Sena- 
tor hus expressed the purpose to offer a reso- 
lution for such investigation with a view of 
compelling Pitney and others to testify.

REDSKIN MURDERS. 


Cattle Men Killed by Indians—Fighting 
With the Troops. 

DENVER, COL., June 25.—The Durango 
Record says: Gen. Hefferman, who, after the 
murder of Maj. Thurman and Smith on May 
1, went to the scene of the difficulty with 
troops as a guide just returned, says the In- 
dians were on hand afterthe above murder. 
Two companies of troops went to Mancas and 
found all the cattle men organizing to drive 
out the Pabutes. They collected 154 men and 
on June 3 went inte camp with the troops, 
und sent four scouts to the Pa- 
hutes’ strongholds. The troops left 
on the 4th, supposing the cattle 
men were going to round cattle. The troops 
went to the Blue Mountains, ten miles from 
the Indian village. The Indians fled and built 
harricades. The troops were given orders if 
the Indians opened fire to return it, and the 
men were almost crazy to get a chance at 
them. Thecattle men not appearing, Col. 
Crofton, commanding the troops, discovered 
their object to fight the evening of the 4th. 
The cattle men elected -officers—Dow- 
son, Captain, Wm. May, Lieutenant— 
and started for the Indian village, 
ihe force consisting of forty-nine well 
armed men and twelve pack mules. Sunday, 
June 3, the paid men left at O’Donnell’s 
cabin and the military, being out of rations, 
returned to the Big Bend of the Dolores. 
The next day twelve Indians appearing at the 
cabin waving a rag claimed to be friendly 
and were permitted to come in. They stated 
they were bound to Uncompahgre, but were 
afterwards discovered going in the direction 
the cattle men had started in pursuit of a big 
herd of horses. Running short of provisions 
the men sent O'Donnell and Robinson after 
beef. While killing the beef tweive Indians 
were discovered. Two men fled inthe di- 
rection of the troops. Not reappearing men 
were sent to look tor them and they have not 
since been heard of and are supposed to have 
been killed. The remainder of the men fol- 
lowed the Irdians into Sierra La Sal. Atthe 
head of Mill Creek last Thursday morning 
while they were getting cattle the Indians at- 
tacked them, killing Willis and Robbins, of 
Mancas, and J. H.-Eskridge. Wilson broth- 
ers and all the settlers in the Grand Valley 
are supposed to have been killed. Eighteen 
or twenty of the original party 
of cattle men have been mis- 
several days and supposed 
te have been killed. Among them is Tke 
Stockton. Four companies of the Ninth 
Cavalry, underthe command of Capt. Car- 
roll, anda detachment of the Thirteenth Cay- 
alry started from Fort Lewis forthe seat of 
werin San Juan county, Utah, 125 miles 
west of Durango. The Pahutes are rene- 
gades from three tribes of the Southern Utes, 
who show no signs of hospitality. The Ger- 
men settlers of Bluff City had half their cat- 
tlerun off by Navajoes. An outbreak is 
threatened and g massacre is feared. Lieut. 
Davies and Hall, from Fort Lewis, have ar- 
rived since Hefferman and report further 
fighting at the seat of war, resulting in the 
death of Wm. May and seven Indians.

BUSINESS AND THE ‘CROPS. 


Reports From Western Pennsylvania, 
hio and West Virginia. 
PITTSBURG, June 25.—Reports from forty 
townsin Western Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
West Virginia regarding the condition of the 
crops and business have been received here. 
While intre same particulars the reports 
vary they unite in a very encouraging total. 
The tenor of them is that the pres- 
ent outlook is favorable for a fair 
crop of wheat, although not quite up to last 
year, the adverse effect of the recent rains 
having neutralized the increase of acreage. 
The same cause, together with the dry 
weather in May, has affected the corn crop 
unfavorably, while the oats promise a fair 
vield and hay an unprecedented one. 
The fruit crop is not so promisiag, the pros- 
pects being that there will be a light yield of 
apples and a very poor one of peaches, while 
small fruits have done excellently. The re- 
orts on the business outlook in the surround- 
ng towns are exceedingly satisfactory, with 
just enough exceptions to work 
the rule. Trade is reported 
very brisk, with 1 7 
made; farmers out of debt or rapidly reduc- 
ing their liabilities, and the country general- 
ly in a very sound and healthy condition.

England. 

LONDON, June 25.—The Irish party in Par- 
liament will give Parnell a grand banquet 
next, week on the occasion of the thirty-fifth 
anniversary of his birthday. 

THE CYPRUS CONVENTION? 

LONDON, June 25.—In the Commons last 
night Rylands (Liberal) in moving for 
further papers on the Anglo-Turkish Con- 
vention, contended thatin spite of the failure 


of Turkish promises of reform the convention 
was binding on us, and that in the not im- 
possible event ofan Armenian insurrection 
and Russian intervention we should be 
bound to go to Turkey's assistance. He, 
therefore, recommended that we should in- 
timate distinctly to Turkey that we with- 
drew from the convention. As a consequence 
ofit, he said, we should have to give up Cy- 
prus, which he strongly advised. Holding 
our 8 of Cyprus was an infraction 
of public law, and the cause, as he showed 
from the conversations of Waddington and 
Salisbury at Berlin, of the present difficulty 
concerning Tunis. 

Sir Henry Wolf (Conservative) said to 
hand back Cyprus to Turkey would be to re- 
storeitto misgovernment. There was no 
analogy between our acquisition of Cyprus 
and the French — egy in Tunis. 

Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary, said there 
were no papers which could be laid before 
the House. He agreed in much which Ry- 
lands said in regard to the Anglo-Ylurkish 
convention, but pointed out that it wasa dif- 
ferent thing to condemn the treaty and to re- 
verse it, and violently to upset the conven- 


tion might endanger the peace of the East. 


He hoped, therefore, the House would not 
ress any such course on the Government. 
e agreed there was no analogy between ac- 

quisition of Tunis and Cyprus, although 

our example had a bad effect. 

Gladstone, after warmly eulogising 
Goschen’s services at Constantinople, stated 
Lord Dufferin, the newly appointed ambassa- 
dor to that court, carried with him instruc- 
tions to put forward a settlement of the 
Armenian question. Gladstone violently at- 
tacked the Secretary of the late Government 
in regard to the conversations of Salisbur 
and Waddington and said: If the Frene 
policy in Tunis had been dangerous to public 
peace, and if it had involved a breach of pub- 
lic faith, England by the evil example she set 
would have weakened her right to r 
against it. It was, he said, a 
departure from the European concert which 
the late Government had thereby destroyed, 
and which the present Government had la- 
bored and would labor to rebuild. 

The House was then counted out. 


Central America. 

PANAMA, June 26.—The sanitary condition 
of Panama is very bad now and many cases 
of vellow fever in the foreign hospital, where 
five deaths have been caused by this disease 
within ten days. The fever, it is said, was 
brought by a steamer from Punta Renas, 
where the peopie are dying from it daily. 
Four members of the Canal Company are in 
the hospital with the disease and two of 
them are not expected to live. Small pox is 
on the decrease. Only a few cases now exist 
on the isthmus. Ten tons of dynamite arriv- 
ed on the Isthmus onthe 13th inst. for the 
Canal Company. 

THE JESUITS.¢@ 

PANAMA, June 25.—Sixteen Jesuit priests, 
the advance guard of a large body of those 
expelled from Nicaragua by order of the 
Government, arrived here yesterday. 


Turkey. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, June 25.—It is stated 
Tissat, the French Ambassador, before going 
on a furlough informed the Grand Vizier the 
French would advance Tripoli if fanatical 
intrigues were carried on there. He impor- 
tuned the authorities of Syria and Tri- 


poli to prevent the entrance of French poli- 
tical agitators. The Ambassadors of the 
Powers protested against the menaces con- 
tained in the Porte’s note relative to the sup- 
pression of the foreign post oflicesin Tur- 
key. 


Spain. 
MADRID, June 25.— The Gazette on Sunday 
will publish a decree abolishing the tobacco 
monopoly in the Phillippine Islands. Cas- 


telar writes the Colonial Minister as follows: 
„ congratulate you on the decree which will 
give you a place amongst the great emanci- 
pators of human labor, rendering illustrious 
your name for all time.“ 


Germany. 

LONDON, June 25.—A dispatch from Dart- 
mund, Prussia, says an explosion occurred 
yesterday in the Louise Tiefban colliery. 
Seventeen persons were killed and five in- 
jured. 

APPROVED. 

BERLIN. June 25.—The Federal Council 
approved the treaty with Hamburg, incor- 
porating that city in theZollverein,and reject- 
ed the accident insurance bill, considering the 
Reichstag’s amendments of the bill rendered 
it unacceptable. 


Austro- Hungary. 

PESTH, June 25.— Elections for the mem- 
bers of the Hungarian Diet commenced yes- 
terday. The result, as far as known, is fav- 
orable to the Government, especially in the 
capital. Tisza, President of the Council,has 
been elected in Temo constituencies. 


Ireland. 

LONDON, June 25.—A land agent named 
O'Connor was fired at, but without result, 
last night near Abbey Fealt, County Limer- 
ick. One arrest was made. 


Russia. 
VIENNA, June 25.—Count Ignatieff, the 
Russian Minister of the Interior, will propose 


to the Council of the Empire a reduction of 
between 15,000,000 and 200,000,000 roubles in 


the military expenditure.

THE STAR ROUTE NEMESIS. 


Some Account of Gibson, the News- 
paper Correspondent-Detective. 
**Gath’’ in the Cincinnati Enquirer. 


There are some facts about this Star Route 
investigation necessary to your understand- 
ing of what a pickle the whole thing is. The 
man who has stirred up more than one-half 
of all the scandals ofour period was named 
Gibson, a Pennsylvanian, variously said to 
have been a lawyer, a police detective and a 
The first I knew of him 
was about twelve years ago, when at Pitts- 
burg a new journal appeared with the title of 
The Paper,“ and application was made to 
me for contributions. Before I had turned the 
matter over in my mind the paper burst up, 
leaving behind it, as I have understood, a great 
pile of debts. Soon after that the first sug- 
gestion of the Credit Mobilier exposure came 
outina New York paper,and Mr. Gibson 
presented himself as the author of the publi- 
cation. Ile was a big burly man, built like a 
negro, With athick neck and short, curling 
black hair. He has a soft voice and generally 
divides words of one syllable into two, pro- 
nouncing Sam Randall Sah-am. One of his 
peculiarities is to address every body by their 
first name onthe second, if not on the first, 
interview. He has a way of glancing under 
his eyebrows to the left and the right as if he 
thought something was coming. With years 
he bas grown more and more reserved, giv- 
ing his confidence to nobody much. HIS 
principal factor in Washington isa discharged 
detective of the Treasury named Bill Woods. 
These two men are always dragging 
somebody up, putting their ears 
to the ground and behaving like stage 
detectives. Thereis nothing entertaining in 
such characters, and I reflected that that kind 
of person would presently become a great 
nuisance in the newspaper press, which isa 
convenience of modern times, and not an in- 
quisition upon private life. The press might 
become in the hands of such police author- 
ities the most serious nuisance of our country 
at times. Besides the health and spirits of a 
journalist are invariably depressed by the re- 
eriminstions following on continued police 
investigations. Even he Credit Mobi i rex- 
posures were injurious to everybody concern- 
ed in them. The amount of injury done to 
the public by Oakes Ames has been 
greatly exaggerated. There was 
1 natural reaction against 80 
much abuse considering the small amounts of 
money paid and the rather occult nature of 
the evidence, and we have seen in succession 
Henry Wilson made Vice President, Blaine 
made Senator and Secretary of State, Allison 
re-elected to the Senate, Jim Wilson become 
the leader of his party in lowa, John A.Bing- 
ham sent to China as Minister, Wm. D. Kelley 
continued in Congress and Garfield made 
President, all of them partiesin the Credit 
Mobilier exposure. The public will punish 
its public men to the extent of their offense, 
provided some other institution does not step 
in to administer the punishment first, and if 
it be excessive the public is apt to pick upthe 
offender and restore him to his position. The 
manner in which the Credit Mobilier exposure 
was made by Gibson took away one-half the 
merit of it. Henry S. McComb, of Wilming- 
ton, Delaware, an original party in the Credit 
Mobilier Construction Company, had a 
quarrel with Ames and others inthe same 
company and brought a suit in the Courts of 
Pennsylvania, setting up the rather prepos- 
terous claim that on one occasion Ames & 
Co. had agreed to sell him some more stock 
and did not do it, but that they assigned such 
stock to certain public men for influence in 
Congress. Judge Black, of Pennsylvania, 
whois a gossiping old woman, told this 
man Gibson that there was sucha suit. Gib- 
son went to the Commissioner who was tak- 
ing the testimony, Mr. Thompson, and said 
that he wasa lawyer from Somerset coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania, and that Judge 
Black wanted him to look over some of that 
testimony. Thompson was endeavoring to 
guard the reputation of men who had been 
nimed in the suit, and when he found Gibson 
copying parts of the testimony he took the 
menuscrrpt irom him. Soon afterwarda copy 
of this testiinony was stolen from Thompson’s , 
office, and the great sensation was brought out 
that the leading men in Congress had been 
bribed by Oakes Ames. This scandal made 
Gibson’s reputation. He was sent to Wash- 
inton Citv and started several other investi- 
gations. among which was one into Boss Shep- 
herd’s District Government, which owed its 
success chiefly to the foolish episode called the 
„Safe Burglary Conspiraev.” Finally, in 
the disputed Presidential election of 1876 Mr. 
Gibson, it is charged, went to Governor Til- 
den and obtained a considerable sum of 
money from bim onthe claim that he had 
seen a letter written by John Sherman prom- 
‘ising offices to certain malefactors if they 
would suppress their disclosures. Gibson 
had gone to Louisiana, and, as is generally be- 
lieved, had become the dupe of a set of 
knaves down there who saw him haying 
plenty of money and extremely anxious to 
find a scandal, even if he had to buyit. The 
got some of his money, and made a fool bot 
of bim and Mr. Tilden. The understanding 
in New York is that Mr. Til- 
den then had bis detective dis- 
charged from the newspaper of which 
he had been the life, and he has not since had 
any thing to do with the press. While on the 
ress, however, he had started the Star Route 
nvestigation, and published most of the mat- 
ternow coming out. But the appetite of 
Congress for scandals had grown weaker, 
and General Brady got his appropriations as 
usual. When Garfield’s Administration came 
into power his new Postmaster-General re- 
solved that he would clean out the old set of 
barpies and confidential clerks around the 
Post Office Department. He did not§expect 
to develop any scandal, but bis friends ad- 
vised him if he expected to accomplish any- 
thing in the post office to make removals and 
start with a clean slate. A man by 
the name of Woodward, a sort of 
special agent or detective around the Post 
Office Department, presented to the Post- 
master-Generahsuflicient evidence for him to 
demand Brad¥’s resignation forthwith. The 
Postmaster-General sent the evidence to the 
President, who lost no time in demanding 
Brady’s resignation also. It was this alone 
which gave dignity to a revival of the Star 
toute scandal. Brady had passed a Demo- 
cratic Congress successfully, and here he 
was condemned by a Republican President. 
The hue and cry became general, and Mr. 
Gibson found that his old mat- 
ter, which had been published 
without attracting any attention, was 
now marketable, a lucky thing for him, be- 
cause he was out of employment. Certain 
gentlemen in Washington City say that more 
than one year ago Mr. Gibson was trying to 
sell this Star Route matter either to the per- 
sons affected by it or to the journals, but it 
was heavy stuff involving figures, localities 
and names. Tenantsinthe Corcoran build- 
ing at Washington, where Gibson’s office was 
say that Wm. E. Chandler came down of 
nichts and helped Gibson get his case reaily, 
his object being to spite President Hayes, 
who had refused him a foreign mis- 
sion.

By 
this time the other officer had thrown down 
his weapon, regained the boat and pulled off. 
A moment later Tillinghast decided to re- 
embark, but his boat was gone. He called to 
his assistant, who was induced to row back 
and take Tillinghast on board. After they 
had got a few rods from the island Maynard 
solemniy drew a division line through the 
middle of theisland, and warned them that 
if they returned he should retreat to the 
Rhode Island end, and if they crossed the 
line he would shoot them. If a Rhode Island 
officer came he said he should retire to the 
Connecticut end, and if the officer crossed 
the line he would shoot him.

EDISON’S LATEST. « 


An Iron Bonanza in the Sands Along the 
Atlantic Coast. 
New York Cor. Chicago Tribune. 


Mr. Thomas A. Edison,the electrical wizard 
who bas of late accomplished so many mar- 
velous things, has perfected another remark- 
able invention that will no doubt work great 
revolution in the iron trade. The matter has 
up to the present been kept very quiet, but 
it has finally leaked out, notwithstanding the 
efforts of those who are financially interested 
to keep it from the public. Tbe machine, 
wherein electricity plays the prominent part, 
is a very simple contrivance, but nevertheless 
it will be the means of producing what has 
never been produced in this country before, 
and that is iron of- the same quality as the 
best Swedisb, and for a market price of about 
one-half that of the latter. 

It had been believed for some time that 
there was in the seashore sands of Long 
Islend and along the Atlantic Coast indica- 
tions of magnetite iron, and examination 
proved that this was a fact, but how to ex- 
tract it from the sand was the problem. Mr. 
Edison had some time ago invented a process 
for extracting gold dust from washings by 
the use of magnets, whereby the baser con- 
stituents were attracted into piles by means 
vi three or four processes, and the gold and 
sund subsequently washed and separated. 
When the matter of: securing iron ore from 
thesea sands was presented to hima few 
weeks ago, he at once went to work and per- 
fected a process whereby with 
one exposure to magnets the 
valuable ore should be separated from 
the “titanite,” or iron coated with sulphur, 
with which it was mingled, and at the same 
time left free of the schist wherein it was 
lodged. To do this it became necessary to 
so graduate the electrieal force that the true 
iron, Laving the greater attra :- 
tive force, should be drawn nearest the mag- 
net, while magnetite, or sulphur-ore and 
sand, should fall in separate piles. Mr. Edi- 
son’s separator—for thus it may comprehen- 
sively be called—consists of a V-shaped 
trough four ſeet long and a little more than 
two feet deep, with a slit one-sixteenth of an 
inch wide at the bottom. Under this, at a 
distance of five feet, and resting on the ground, 
is a separator, the apex situated a little to 
one side of the trough above, so that the sand 
falling straight will strike onone incline and 
be forced in an opposite direction from that 
taken by the ore, which, striking the other 
side, is slid offinto a hopper or receptacle. 
A little less than half-way between the slit 
inthetrough or sand receptacle and the 
ground, and of the same width, are a pair of 
large magnets, which receive their electrical 
energy either from jars or steam generator 
just as is desired. according to the plant. 

The o! ject, as I have above stated, i: to 
extract the magne ite iron ore from the sand 
and titantiferous ore. The sand is shoveled 
into the trough and, being dry, falls through 
the narrow slitin a sheet four feet long and 
one-sixteerth of an inch in width. The mag- 
nets are provided with just enough power to 
deflect the magnetite or block oxide of iron 
from a perpendicular fall and deposit it on 
the side of the separator opposite to the sand, 
which, having no affinity for the magnets, 

falls direct to the ground, together with the 
titaniferous ore. It is taen taken up, placed 
in sacks and shipped. The process is very 


rapid. 

tt may be asked what particular value is to 
be attached to this simple invention and 
where itis to be adopted. It isone of the 
most valuable of modern inventions, and is to 
be made use of right here onthe Atlantic 
coast, for the present at least, and the Lord 
only knows where it may not be applied, for, 
according to Edison’s statements, the ocean 
shores are simply covered with these iron 
deposits. Heretofore Swedish iron has never 
been made outside of that country, where 
these sand deposits exist,.and where the crys- 
tals of magnetite are very large. But here, 
right under our very nose, there are,it ap- 
pears, millions upon millions of tons of this 
sand containing incalculable amounts of the 
purest and bestiron ore, for magnetite or 
block oxi e of iron is the purest ore 
known, containing no phosphorus or sul- 
2 There are banks of this sand on 

ng Island alone twenty feet high where 
there are layers upon layers of the deposits, 
and these banks are from 100 to 150 feet in 
width. There is onestrip of coast that has 
been prospected that is twenty miles my 
Removing the white surface sand, there is 
usually found a deposit of black sand about 
ten inches in depth. About two inches be- 
low occurs another deposit. In these deposits 
is found the iron ore that isso valuable. It 
is estimated that about 40 percent of the 
sand is composed of thetwoforms of iron 
ore—magnetite and _ litaniferous—while of 
this from 18 to 20 per cent js pure magnetite, 
Under the present working by those who 
are managing the machine in operation about 
19 per cent is extracted, but Edison says he 
can get more than this if he should take hold 
of it personally. He gave the present opera- 
tor a ten minutes lesson one day, and that’s 
all the instructions he had; so he is naturally 
working a little crude. 


The Cost of Funerals. 

From tue Ch cago Tribune. 
A young English physician, Dr. Charles W. 
Purdy, recentiy delivered an address before 
the Chicago Medical Society in advocacy of 
cremation, in which he made some striking 
statements as to the cost of funerals. This 
argument, if not the strongest which can be 
urged in favor of cremation, may well be used 
to strengthen a protest against the wicked and 
ridiculous extravagance which almost uni- 
versailvy characterizes the funerals of the 
present day. Following are some of the com- 
parisons by which Dr. Purdy sought to show 
what a burden is laid upon society by the 
burial of the dead: One and one-four'h 
times more money is expended annually in 
funerals in the United States than the Gov- 
ernment expends for Public S bool purposes. 
Funerals cost two and one-half times 

money annually than would 

the grounds and buildings 
of all the universities and _  ceofleges 
in America. The amount of money expend- 
ed on funerals in the United States, if saved 
fora fraction over four years, would equal 
the total sum disbursed by our Government 
for pensions during the last twenty vears. 
Funerals cost this country in 1880 enough 
money to pay the liabilitics of all the com- 
mercial failures in the United States during 
the same year, and give each bankrupt a cap- 
ital of $8,630 with which to resume business. 
Funerals cost annuallv more money than the 


of the United States in the year 1880. The 
population of the Christian world, in round 
numbers, is about 400,000,000 people, a little 
less than one-third the population of the en- 
tire earth. At the average cost ot burying 
the dead in the United States, the Christian 
world would expend annually for funerals 
$800,000 ,000, ata safe estimate. Let this an- 
nual expenditure of money be saved, wit its 
accrued interest of 6 per cent, for a trifle over 
twenty years, and it would pay off the com- 
bined national debts of the world.“ These 
figures do not include the enormous sums in- 
vested in burial grounds and expended in 
tombs and monuments nor the loss from de- 
—e of property in the vicinity of cem- 
eteries.

Carr. W. EVANS, clérk of the Dacotah, 
writes from Bismarck, D. T., that the 
Dacotah arrived from Benton at Bismarck 
withthe largest trip of hides and furs that 
ever came out from Benton— 11.400 hides and 
1.020 bales of furs. She left for Benton on 
the 16th of June with 630 tons, 40 cabin pas- 
sepyers and 60 deckers. 

Tbe Missouri drains 572,672, and has a 
length of 3,000 miles. Its annual discharge is 
only about three-fourths of that of the Ohio, 
although its basin is two and a half times as 
large. This is owingto the fact that at its 
head waters and those of its tributaries com- 
paratively little rain falls. Hence the size of 
the river is disproportionately small, meas- 
ured by its draining area. Chief Engineer 
Suter’s report was compiled from observa- 
tions made in 1877, and sets forth the pecu- 
liarities of the river and the forces which at 
certain seasons render the river exceedingly 
dangerous for navigation. Major Sutcr esti- 
mutes that the cost of extensive and perma- 
nent improvements, which will give twelve 
feet of water at lowest stages andinsure sta- 
bility of the banks, would cost not to exceed 
$10,000 per mile, if appropriations were made 
all at one time, or so they could be raised as 
fast as necessary. To improve the Missouri 
from Coundil Bluffs to the mouth, making it 
navigable for the largest boat at all seasons of 
the year, would cost, therefore, about $8,000,- 
000. To build and equip a Government rail- 
road from Counce! Bluffs to the Atlantic sea- 
board would cost $50,000 per mile, or $75,000,- 
000 in the aggregate. Such a railroad, with- 
out multitude of rediating branches, would 
strike the Missouri River States at any ene 
point, while the river borders one entire side 
oftbem. The difference in improving the 
Missouri, as against the construction of a 
Government railroad, must be apparent ata 
glance to the obtuse. 

THE GEM CITY GETS IN HER WORK. 

A telegram from St. Paul announces the 
arrival there of the steamer Gem City at 2:15 
p. m. vesterday, sixty-nine hours and fifty 
minutes out from St. Louis. This is the best 
time ever made by a steamboat between the 
two points. The run is aremarkable one, all 
things considered. When the bout left here 
the weather was blustery and a strong wind 
blew down upon her, greatly retarding her 
progress. Yet she reached Alton inside 
of two hours, andat 12 m. that night was 
higher up the river thaatbe War Eagle had 
ever been in the same number of hours. 
Quincey was reached at 5 a. m. the next day 
and Keokuk four and one-half hours later. 
Twenty-four hours out found the boat above 
Burlington, and at midnight the second night 
she landed at Davenport. During all this 
time the boat was doing a large passenger 
business and stopping at all the princip«l 
landings. At Quincy she remained half an 
hour and at Keokuk one bour and a half. 
From Dubuque no intelligence was received 
concerning the boat, and for a time some 
uneasiness was experienced by 
those who were watching her 
progress, but a telegram came 
esterday from Red Wing, stating she 
had passedthrough the lake in an hour and 
seventeen minutes, making the best time on 
record. Thistintelligence reassured the boat’s 
friends and set them easy, and when a few 
bours later the news was sent over the wires 
that she had arrived at St. Paul at 2:15 p. 
m. every one felt that her reputation for specd 
was fully established. The boat is com- 
manded by Commodore Davidson, and re- 
ceived a perfect ovation along the route. The 
Gem City will arrive here Monday, and leave 
for St. Paul at 12 m. Tuesday.

THE City Council last night incontinently 
killed off all the Elevafed Railway bills before 
it, preparatory tothe summer vacation. An 
opinion seemed to prevail in the body, stim- 
ulated by a few remarks from Mr. TANSEY, 
that the time had not arrived for an elevated 
railway in St. Louis. The trouble 1s that the 
men who are sent to the Municipal As- 
sembly have neither the enterprise nor the 
intellect to grasp great problems.

If they embark in an enterprise 
before the city is ready for it the loss will be 
theirs, and there is no reason why either the 
City Council or the public should suffer. Be- 


fore granting a franchise for an elevated road 


the Couneil should seriously consider all 
projects, guard carefully the interests of 
property-holders and the rights of the city, 
und see to it that it deals with responsible 


| persons. The opinions of city statesmen as 


to whether the exact period has been reached 
when elevated railroads can be constructed 
with profit are not asked for.

selver for the purpose of qualifying for 
The issued 


oftice. commission is 


by the Secretary of State on Monday upon 


receipt of $5, the fee of the office, and upon a 
receipt of the State Treasurer for $25 bein 
shown, the amount provided by law, whic 
is applied to the school fund. The Circuit 
Clerk will not entertain any appli- 
cation to qualify until he has 
received the commissions from the 
Secretary of State. The Notary is then re- 
quired to give bondin thesum of $10,000, 
with not less than two approved sureties, 
which the Circuit Clerk will then and there 
pass upon. The form of oath reads that the 
parties are residents of the city and State, and 
they are the owners in fee simple of real estate 
subject to execution of the value of —— 
thousand dollars over and above the amount 
of debts and liabilities and homestead ex- 
emption. ‘The clerk’s fee will be $3. When 
the bond has been approved by the Circuit 
Clerk the Notary receives his commission, 
— he is ready to perform the duties of the 
office. 


* A morning paper erroneously stated that 
existing commissions will be void on Mon- 
day. The new law does not take effect until 
Monday, and Notaries are authorized to per- 
form the functions of their office for “ten 
days after“ the operation of the law. Any 
doubt on this point is set at rest by the 
Statute. 

Section 4 of the act regulating the appoint- 
mentof Notaries Public provides that the 
office of any Notary Public holding a commis- 
sion bearing date prior to the passage of this 
act whose term of office has not expired at the 
time that this act becomes a law shall 
be abolished at the expiration of ten 
days “after the taking effect of this act,” and 
every person who shallact or assume to act 
as Notary Public after his office shall be thus 
vacated shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

During the ten days referred to above the 
new Notaries will qualify and the old com- 
—_ will not expire until the morning of 

uly 5.

THE UHRIG ESTATE. 


Jos. Uhrig’s Alleged Adopted Son the 


Subject of Controversy in Probate 
An interesting family fight is opened up 
to-day in the Probate Conrt. Josephine 
Uhrig, the widow of August Uhrig, petitions 
the court for an ord’r of distribution of the 
Uhrig estate, and the lady presents at the 
same time her claim as sole distributee. In 


order that the matter may be thoroughly 
understood it should be state? that Joseph 
Ubrig, the father-in-law cf this claimant, 
the Market street brewer, dis l some years 
ago, leaving a will which directed that the 
property should be shared by his son August 
and his daugbter Josephine, the wife of Otto 
C. Lademann, subject tothe annuity of the 
Subsequently the 
son died without a will and his widow, a 
member of the Decker family of Carondelet, 
elected to relinquish her dower and 
take one-half of the estate. The 
estate was administered by M. D. Lewis, 
agreeable to all parties in interest. The 
heirs of August Uhrig's estate were under- 
stood to be the young’ widow, the sister and 
the mother. Nowthe young widow claims 
that she is the sole heir and she seeks to es- 
tablish it by evidence to the effect that her hus- 
band was only an adopted son of Joseph Uhrig 
andin that case Mrs. Walbnrga Uhrig and 
Mrs. Lademann would have no claim upon 
the son’s estate. It is alleged that Mrs. Jos. 
Uhrig, in early life, gave birth toa son who 
died, and in the illness following the affliction 
the husband sought uninfantin one of the 
foundling hospitals. The child was taken 
into the Uhrig family and grew up as the son 
and heir, the fact of his having been adopt- 
ed being’ not generally known. The 
question arises in this controversy whether 
Mrs. Lademann and her mother can estab- 
lish any claim to the estate of an adopted son 
of Joseph Uhrig. The share of the son in the 
brewery property amounted to about two 
hundred thousand dollars. After the death 
of Joseph Uhrig the affairs of the brewery 
passed into the hands of a company, 

Mrs. Lademann sometime since presented a 
claim upon the estate of August Uhrig 
founded upon notes indorsed as accommo- 
dation paper for the brewery which had since 
been satisfied, andshe was induced to aban- 
don her claim upon presentation made with 
reference to the final settlement and distri- 
pution of the estate. In the face 
of the widow’s claim to the en- 
however, Mrs. Lademann 
has petitioned the Circuit Court for an or- 
der restraining the administration from mak- 
ing any distribution of August Uhrig’s 
estate until her claim shall have been adjudi- 
cated in respect of the note transactions. 
The sister of Joseph Uhrig and the young 
widow were examined in the Pro- 
bate Court 3 The evidence 
went to prove the allegation that Joseph 
Uhrig took every step to conceal the know!- 
edge from the world that August Uhrig was 
only an adopted son. He was anxious that 
his own wife should not know it, but she 
discovered it subsequently. The young wid- 
ow never understood in early life that 
ber husband was only an adopt- 
ed son. Sue had known bim from a child 
and always believed in her early vears that 
August was the son of Joseph Uhrig. The court 
thought thatthe administration should ad- 
vertise for heirs inthe light o, the testi mony 
offered to-day. The settlement shows a 
balance in hand of only about $3,500,

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HIS GREATEST FEAT. 


Boyton Tells How He Made IIis 
Great Runof 200 Miles 
in 41 Hours. 


The Incidents of the Trip From St. 
Louis to Cairo. 


Capt. Boyton returned from Cairo last 
night after his successful trip of 200 miles 
down the river. A POST-DISPATCH reporter 
met him this morning and found 
him as jolly as ever after his sail. 
lle is bady sunburnt and he says that he is 
more tired than after any of his trips. When 
asked about the time he made he said: “Yes, 
forty-one hours is pretty good for a 200-mile 
ride, but I never had better water and weath- 
er. I had a good, quiet trip, without any 
trouble, except that Dr. Cronau 


and my negro wanted to sleep all the time, 
nad had to do double work to keep them 
awake. When left Wednesday night the 
boat ran out ahead of me, but I caught up 
with it down at the Anheuser Brewerv, where 
the Doctor was filling up the craft with beer. 
| yelled to him to come on, 
ind told him to be very 
careful as the river at that point was full of 
steamboats, but he could not keep awake. 
J putin a couple of hours shouting at him 
and the negro, but they finally got away from 
me, and although I searched all night I 
could not catch on to them. At 8 o’clock 
the next morning they came up without a 
single apology for leaving me to slide along 
all night by myself. At 11a. m. Taoursday ! 
was eighty miles down the river, and that 
evening Lreached Grand Tower. At 11:39 
Thursday night I hailed Cape Girardeau and 
somebody shouted back from the shore. 

Directly afterwards IL fell asleep and when

Uchatius’ Suicide. 
Vienna Cor. of the New York World. 

It is a great many years since an event has 
created so great a sensation in Vienna as the 
suicide of Field-Marshal Baron Uchatius. 
No doubt the reader has heard before of 
Uchatius’ steei-bronze cannons, but the de- 
tails of this important invention are not so 
wellknown. ‘The artillery service of Austria 
was far behind the times, and Krupp, of 
Essen, was the only man considered able to 
bring it to the proper standard. Large orders 
were givenand a contract Was made by which 
Krupp was tochange allthe guns used by 
the Austrian artillery. Gen. Uchatius dis- 
liked to see so much Austrian money spent 
in arether country, and six years aco came 
forward with an invention, to examine 
Which a committee of army o.licers was ap— 
pointed. Uchatius cannon was tested with 
one of Krupp’s. The former was fired 2,500 
times hefore any change could 
be ren asked upon it. Krupp's 
ron showed some defects after 
tie trst fifty shots, and became dangerous af- 
ter the 100th. The report was in favor of 
Gen. Uchatius’ invertion and a number of his 
guns were made at the arsenal here. They 
were all found to be as sound as the first one 
exhibited, and old Arehduke Aibrecht pro- 
nounced in favor of them. Krupp’s contract 
was annulled and an indemnitication of 15),- 
000 florins paid him, and Uchatius’ cinnons 
were introduced in the Austrian artillery. 
The question now arose, Would the new met- 
al called steel-bronze, the composition of 
Which remained Gen. Uchatius’ secret, be ap- 
plicable to the large fortress and navy guns, 
or would these have to be ordered from 
Krupp. The General promised it would, and 
$00,000 florins were voted for six large guns 
for the fortifications of the Port Pola. Triala 
were made with the first great gun that was 
rend, but the tube widened after the first 
tive shots. The metal Was not hard enough 
to resist the gas produced by the immense 
quantity of powder us.d. The Geaeral tried 
again, but his enemies made as much as they 
could out of his failure, so that for several 
wecks the genial inventor was nervously ex- 
cited, and had the uppearance of a men in- 
tensely mortified and trying to coneealit. It 
is rumored that the Finance Minister threat- 
ened him thatif his metal was not realy by 
acertain date orders for the large cannons 
would be sent to Krupp. VPerhups his ex- 
periments with the metal that day proved 
fruitless, and he despaired of ultimate sue- 
cess. He went from the laboratory up to his 
reom and shot himself with a small 
rifle. The news of his death wis 
tekgraphed to the Emperor at Pe-th, 
but, strange to say, among the many tele- 
grams and letters of condolence there is no 
word from him. Austria is not over-fertile 
in inventors, and the loss of this great man 
is greatly depiored. Some time previous to 
Bessemer’s invention, Uchatius had found a 
means o. hardening steel so much as to in- 
duce a renowned English iron working firm 
to arrange for purchasing his patent. But 
just about the same time Bessemer published 
bis process and Uchatius withdrew. He died 
without leaving any property to his wife and 
children, because he would not sell his in- 
vention to foreign powers and the Austrian 
Government did not think it worth while to 
give him anything for his patriotic endeavors. 
His widow will have to live upon 600 florins— 
about $250 a vear—the usual pension of a gen- 
eral’s Widow, unless the Emperor grants her 
an income from his private means.

It makes him feel the cold, 
makes bim what you call invalid—no good 
for any real work. He may work at a trade, 
but he cannot carry on any business which 
requires thought or calculation. For myself, 
I smoke a few pipes frequently with friends.

CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE. 


In the year 1689 there lived in Paris a 
woman of fashion called Lady Mazel. Her 
house was capacious and four stories high. 
Onthe ground floor was a large servants’ 
hallin which was a grand staircase and a 
cupboard where the plate was locked up, of 
which one of the chambermaids kept the key. 
In asmall room partitioned off from the hall 
slept the valet-de-chambre, whose name was 
Le Brun. The rest ofthis floor consisted of 
apartments in Which the lady saw company, 
whien Was very frequent and numerous, as 
she kept public nights for play. In the floor 
up one pair of stairs was the lady’s own 
chamber, which was in the tront of the house 
and was the innermost of the three rooms 
fromthe grand staircase. The key of this 
chamber was usually taken out of the door 
and laid upon a chair by the servant who was 
last with the lady, and who, pulling the door 
aiter her, shutit with a spring, so that it 
could not be opened from without. In this 
chamber were two doors, one communicating 
with a back stairease, the other with a 
wardrobe, which opened to the back stairs 
also. 

On the s cond “loors'ept te Abbe Poulard, 
in the on!) room which was furnished on that 
floor. On the tmird stury were two chambers 
which contained two chambermaids and two 
foot-boys: the fourth story consisted of lofts 
und granuries,whose doors were always open. 
The cook slept below ina place where the 
wood was kept, an old woman in the kitchen 
and the coachman in the stable. 

On the 27th of November, being Sunday, 
the two daughters of Le Brun, the valet, who 
were eminent milliners, waited on the lady, 
and were kindly received; but as she was 
going to church to afternoon service she 
pressed them to come again, when she could 
have more oftheir company. Le Brun at- 
tended his lady to churenh and then went to 
another himself; after which he went to play 
at bow!s, as was customary at that time, and 
from the bowling green he went to several 
places; and after supping ‘witha friend he 
went home  seewingly cheerful and 
easy, as he had been all the 
afte:noon. Lide Mavelsupped with the 
Abbe Poulsurd as usunt and about 11 o’clock 
went to her chamber, where she was attend- 
ed by ber maids. Before they left her Le 
Brun came tothe door to receive his orders 
for the next day, after which one of the maids 
laid the key of the chamber door on the chair 
next to it; they then went out. and Le Brun, 
following them, shutthe door after him and 
talked with the maids a few minutes about 
his daughters,and then they parted, he seem- 
ing still very cheerful. 

In the morning he went to market and was 
jocular and pleasant with everybody be met, 
as Was his usual manner. He then returned 
home and transacted bis usual business. At 
8 o’clock he expressed surprise that his lady 
did not get up, as she usually arose at 7. He 
went to his wife’s lodging, Which was 
in the neighborhood, and told her 
that he was uneasy that his 
lady’s bell had not been rung, and gave her 
seven louis d'ors and some crowns in gold, 
which he desired herto lock up, and then 
went home again and found the servants: in 
creat consternation hearing nothing of their 
lady, when one observed thut he feared she 
haa been seized with an apoplexy or a bleed- 
ing at the nose, to which she was subject. Le 
Brun said: It must be something worse: 
mv mind misgives me; for Lfound tbe street 
door open last night after all the family were 
in bed but myself.“ They then sent for the 
lady’s son, M. de Savoniere, who hinted to 
Le Brun his fear of anupoplexy. Le Brun 
said: 

It is ccrtainly worse; my mind has been 
uneasy ever since [I found the strong door 
open last night after the family were in bed.” 
A smith being now brought, the door was 
broken open. and Le Brun entering the tirst, 
ra to the bed, and after calling several times, 
he drew buck the curtains and said: “Oh, 
my lad) is murdered?’ He then ran into the 
wurdrobe and took up the strong box, which 
being heavy, he said: “She has not been 
robbed: bew is this?“ 

A surgeon then examined the body, which 
was covered with no less than üfty wounds: 
they found in the bed, which was full of 
blood, a scrap of a crayat of coarse lace, and 
an:pkin mace into a nighteap which was 
bloody, and had the family mark on it; and 
from the wouncs on the lady’s hands, it ap- 
peured she had struggled hard with the mur- 
derer, Which ob iged him to cut the muscles 
before be could disengage himself. The bell- 
suings were twisted ardund the frame of the 
tester, so that they were out of reach, and 
could not ring. A clasp knife was found in 
the ashes slmost col saiacd by the tire which 
had burned off ail raeks of blood that might 
have been upon it; the hey of the chamber 
Was zone rom the seat by the door, but no 
marks of violence appeared on any of the 
dcors, nor were there any signs of a robbery, 
asalarge sum of money and allthe lady’s 
jewels were found in the stroag box and otner 
piaces. 

Le Frun being examined said that after he 
lett the maids on the +t.irs he went down into 
the kitchen; he laid his hat and the key of 
the street door on the table, and sitting down 
by the fire to warm himself, he fell asleep; 
that he slept, as he thought, about an hour, 
and going to lock the street door, he found it 
open; that he locked it and took the key with 
bim to his chamber. On searching him they 
four d in bis pocket a key, the wards of which 
wire newly fed and made remarkably large; 
and on trial it Was found to unlock the street 
door, the ante-chamber and both the doors in 
Lady Muzel’s chamber. Ontrying the bloody 
nigh'cap on Lt Brun’s he id, it was found to 
fit him exactly, Whereupon he was committed 
Luv prison. 

On his trial it appeared as ifthe lady was 
murdered by some person whohad been let 
in by Le Brun for that purpose, and after- 
wards fled. It could not be done by himself, 
because no blood was upon his clothes, nor 
any scratch on his body, which must have 
been on the murderer from the lady’s strug- 
giing; but that it was Le Brun who let him 
in seemed very clear. Not one of the locks 
was forced, and his own story of finding the 
street door open, the circumstance of the key 
and the night-cap,and also a ladder of rope 
being foundin the house, which might be 
supposed to belaid there by Le Brun to take 
off tte attention from himself, were all inter- 
preted as strong proofs of his cuilt; and that 
he had an accomplice was inferred, because 
part of the cravat found in the bed was dis- 
covered not to be like his; but the maids de- 
posed that they had wasbed such a cravat for 
one Berry, who bad been a footman to the 
lady, and was turned away about four 
mouths before for robbing her. There was 
also found in the loftat the top of the house, 
under some straw, ashirt very bloody, but 
which was not like the linen of Le Brun, nor 
would it tit him. 

Le Brun had nothing to oppose to these 
strong circumstances buta uniformly good 
character, which he had maintained during 
the twenty-nine years he had served his lady 
and that he was generally esteemed a good" 
husband, a good father anda good servant. 
It was therefore resolvedto put him to the 
torture, in order to discover his accomplices. 
This was done with such severity on Febru- 
ary 25, 1090, that he died the week after the 
injuries be had received, declaring his inno- 
cenee With his dying breath. 

About a month after notice was sent from 
the Provost of Sens that adealer in horses 
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had lately set up there by the name of John 
Garlet, but his true name was found to be 
Berry, and that he had beena footman in 
Paris. In consequence of this he was taken 
up, and the suspicion of his guilt was in- 
creased ty his attempting to bribe the offi- 
cers. On searching him agold watch was 
found, which proved to be Lady Mazel's. 
Being brought to Paris,a person swore to 
seeing him goout of Lady Mazel’s the night 
on which she was murdered. Berry Said he 
had been killing a cat, 

On these circumstances he was condemned 
tothe torture and afterwards to be broken 
alive on the wheel. On being tortured, he 
confessed that, by the direction and order of 
one Mme. Savoniere, Lady Mizel’s daughter, 
he and Le Brun had undertaken to rob and 
murder Lady Mazel, and that Le Brun mur- 
dered her while he stood at the door to pre- 
vent surprise. 

In the truth of this declaration he persisted 
until he was brought tothe place of execution, 
when, begging to speak to one of the judges, 
he recanted what he had said about Le Bran 
and Mme. de Savoniere, and confessed thit 
he came to Paris on the Wednesday before 
the murder was committed. On the Friday 
evening he went into the house, and, unper- 
ceived, got into one of the lofts, where he lav 
till Sunday morning, subsisting on apples and 
briad which he had in his pockets; that 
about 11 o’clock on Sunday morning, when he 
knew the lad had gone to mass, 
he stole down to her chamber, and the door 
being oper, he tried to get under the 
bed: but it being too low he returned to the 
loft, pulled off his coat and his waistcoat,and 
returned to the chamber a second time in his 
shirt. Ile then got under the bed, where he 
com*inu d untilthe afternoon, when Lady 
Muzel went to church; that knowing she 
could not come back soon, he left bis hiding 
piace, and being incommoded with his hat, he 
threw it under the bed and made a cap of a 
napkin which lay ona chair, secured the bell 
strings, and then sat down by the fre, where 
he continued till he beard her coach drive 
into the courtyard, when he agaia got under 
the bed «and remained there; that Lady 
Mazel having beenin bed about an hour, he 
got from under it and demanded her money: 
she began to cry out and attempted to ring, 
upon Which he Stabbed her. and 
she resisting with all ber strength, he re- 
peated his stabs until she was dead: 
that he then took the key of the wardrobe 
cupboard from the bed’s head, opened the 
cupboard, found the key of the strong box, 
opened it and took out all the gold he eould 
find, tothe amount of about 590 livres; that 
he then locked the eupboard, and repliced 
the key-at the bed’s head, threw his knife in- 
to the fire, took his hat from under the bed, 
leit the napkin in it, took the key of the 
chamber from the chair and let himself out: 
went to the loft, pulled off his shirt and cra- 
vat, and leaving them there, puton his coat 
and waistcoat and stole softly down stairs; 
and finding the street door only on the single 
lock he opened it and went out and left it 
open; that be had brought a rope ladder to 
let himself down from a windowif he had 
found the street door locked; but fin ling it 
otherwise he left his rope ladder at the bot- 
tom of the stairs where it was found. 

Thus was the veil removed from the deed 
of darkness and all the circumstances which 
appeared against Le Brun were accounted 
for consistently with his innocence. From 
the whole story the reader will perceive how 
fallible human reason is when appliel to cir- 
cumstances, and the humane will agree that 
in such cises improbabilities ought to be ad- 
mitted rather than a man should be con- 
demned who may possibly be innocent.

"HANDWRITING. 


What an Expert Has to Say About 
Penmanship. 


Curious Facts About Letters and Manu- 
scripts—Race and Family Differ- 
ences in Writing. 


‘‘Yes, 1am an expert, if you call one an 
expert who has passed fourteen years of his 
life poring over specimens of hand writing 
witha magnifying glass. In that timea blind 
man would know something about the pecu- 
liarities of penmanship.” 

This was the remark of Mr. Henry Sevier, 
who is now in St. Louis at work, it is said, 
upon a society forgery,brought here by‘a well 
known legal firm, a member of which was 
kind enough to introduce the reporter to the 
expert. Sevier is a small man, dressed neat- 
lv ina close fitting brownsuit. His eyes are 
«trifle watery from over much scanning of 
tangled manuscript, and his whole demeanor 
quiet but alert. His home is 
in Philadelphia, Where he combines 
ihe avocations of aconveyancer and a writ- 
ing expert, and it has frequently happened in 


the last few years that he has been called on 
to make long journeys through the country 
to aid in determining the genuineness of 
uandwriting. 

„Are there many experts in the country?“ 

No, there are 1 one or two in each 
large and who have taken up the study of 
handwriting fer the pleasure and interest 
which they find in it, but as far as real ex- 
perts go 1 don’t think that there are more 
than three in America, the others are ama- 
urs. Amateurs certainly with considerable 
knowledge, but still only amateurs.’’ 

“Whatisthe first step you take whena 
piece of forged writing is submitted to you?!“ 

must have also some of the genuine 
writing of the person whose name has 
been forged, and if possible some, too, of the 
»~erson who is suspected of having committed 
ihe crime.’’ 

And then?” 

„And then comes a microscopic compari- 
son of all three. The first step is to determine 
whether or not the name is crooked. Now I 
suppose you understand—everybody under- 
etands—that handwriting is peculiar and dis- 
iinetive. But no one but those who have 
dug in handwriting all their lives know how 
very peculiar and distinctive it is. The oak 
andthe hickory have different leaves, but 
those leaves are not more different than 
Smith’s Bs and Jones’ Bs, and sup— 
posing 1 fraudulent oak wished 
Lo produce a leaf which would 
be mistaken for a hickory leaf it might pos- 
sibly throw off an imitation whose shape would 
be all right, but whose veins would be all 
wrong—that is what we judge by; it is the 
inner motive. One man may write your name 
so that it will deceive a bank cashier ora 
Vrobate Court, but he cannot do it so that it 
will deceive me.“ 

„And how do you judge?“ 

Well, let me illustrate. Here is a sheet 
of paper written by a copying clerk; you sce 
the same machine-made letters over and over 
again. To your eye there is nothing individ- 
ual about it at all, for this |reason 
that you 0 hunting for those 

little marks and flourishes with which peo— 
ple seek to individualize their writing—that 
process would be much like trving to recog- 
nize a beauty of the regency by the position 
of her patches. An expert goes first for the 
capital letters, Which were first learned and 
which contain most of the unconscious indi- 
viduality of the writer. Notice these N’s,each 
of them shaded inthe ¢enter imperceptibly 
and ending in a slovenly turn, now up, now 
down, getting more and more slovenly as the 
pages go on and the hand tires. See here; he 
has changed the position of his pen from be- 
tween the index and thumb tothe next two 
fingers and the 2 1 to your eye is that of 
another person. But follow those N’s, don’t 
you see they are all the same?“ 

„Mes,“ said the scribe. 

Now, let me show you something,“ said 
Mr. Sevier, drawing a couple of 
of papers from his pocket; “this is an anony- 
mous letter sent to a lady at home in Phila- 
delphia, and this is another letter by the 
same hand. Look at them.“ The scribe did 
so. “You see when Mr. ———— made up 
his mind to write the letter, he thought he 
would disguise it thoroughly. In the first 
place he is a highly educated man, and so 
took as one safe-guard bad spelling; now no- 
tice how suspiciously bad the spelling is. He 
wenttothe trouble of spoiling words like 
„how“ and“ maybe,“ which almost everyone 
who can write can spell, and the harder 
words are smeared artificially with the same 
mistakes—mistakes, too, that an ignorant 
person would not make. As far as the hand- 
writing goes he has rst adopted the 
common device of throwing bis writing into a 
back-hand and changing as far as he can re- 
member atthe time the construction of his 
letters. Here is an acknowledged piece of his 
writing. There is no use of going into details 
in the matter, but notice those small p’s and 
thet’s. If you will take the magnifying 
glass you will see the point much more 
mlainly.’? 

Do you believe that character can be reid 
from handwriting ?’’’ 

„Most assurediv I do—everyone does. If 
you will take a letter froma friend and examine 
it closely you will see the characteristics ef his 
mind reflected again in the characteristics 
of his letter. If he is a wild. careless 
sort of fellow. there will be a wild helter- 
skelter gallop of the pen over the paper; if he 
is methodical, accurate and precise there it 
will be again. Isaw avery curious illustra- 
tion of this some years ago when I was trav- 
eling in Ireland. I stopped at Kildare Castle 
and while there was shown letters written by 
about eight generations of Fitzgeralds. To 
an expert the heredity shown in these notes 
was startling. Of course they were diverse, 
but there was an under-similarity among 
them all as well-marked and as recognizable 
48 the Hapsburg nose. From 
the Villainous scratching done 
by Silken Thomas, down to the civilized 
steel-penmanship of the present Earl, the 
hands were various but alike.” 

„ow do you account. for the different 
styles of penmanship in vogue among differ- 
ent nations?“ i 

“That isa point Iwas coming to. You 
can tell a German by his handwriting as read- 
ilv as by bis tongue, or a Frenchman either. 
Spain and Portugal write as a rule one hand, 
While Italy writes altogether another, and 
Greece stilla third. There are race distinc- 
tions, just as the Fitzgerald hand is a 
family distinction. Writing divides 
itself into great groups before it 
is separable into small ones and into individ- 
aal units, Take the stiff angular writing of 
the German where there ts but little original- 
ty und vou see the product of a system. 
(ompare it with the utterly untrammeled 
hand of America, and we are forming a na- 
tional band, and you will see the enormous 
difference. There is no prettier writing than 
‘ramped but symmetrical hand of the nuns 
inthe French convents. Here, again, after 
cause look for effect. There is more in the 
ccriveners’ art, young gentleman, than 1s 
dreamed of in your philosophy.’’

CARONDELET JOTTINGS.

Two Serious Accidents—A Rat as a 
Robber—False Rumor. 


About 7 o’clock this moraing a switchman 
working in the Iron Mountain Yards at Les- 
perance street met with an accident which is 
likely to terminate fatally. The man’s name 
is supposed to be Edward Kent. He was 
engaged in helping to make up a freight train 
atthe time and had stepped off the main 
track on to aà side track to let 


a box carpass. A switch engine was passing 
on the side track at the time, and struck 
Kent, Knocking him under the wheels. Both 
legs were horribly mangled, the right one 
being cut offabove the ankle. Amputation 
of the other will be necessary. The iniured 
man was taken to the Iron Mountain Railroad 
Company’s hospital. ) 

An unknown man from the country while 
attempting to board a passing freight train 
onthe Narrow Gauge in East Carondelet 
about 8o’clock this morning was thrown 
under the wheels and had his left leg mangled 
above the knee. He wastakento the Iron 
Mountain Co.’s hospital by four railroad 
men. 

What was thought to be a bold attempt at 
robbery about 2 o’clockthis morning turned 
out as afarce. Chas. Hoffmeister, one of the 
best known residents of Carondelet, was 
aroused from bis slumbers at the above hour 
by his wife nudging him in the ribs and whis- 
pering in his ear that robbers had forced an 
entrance to the house and were ransack- 
ing the dining-room. Hoffmeister, listening 
and hearing the dishes rattle, arose 
and arming herself with his breech-loader, 
descended tothe back yard and stationed 
his almost nude form on the steps. His 
nearest neighbor Was summoned, who, with 
his gun, guarded the front from escape. 
Hoffmeister then stealthily opened the back 
door, and, lighting the gas, brought his gun 
to his shoulder and demanded 
an unconditional surrender 
the intruders. What was 
surprise and disgust to tind |the supposed 
robbers to consist of a fully developed rat 
which had created the disturbance with the 
dishes. Hoffmeister sneaked off to bed to 
seek consolation leaving his neighbor to keep 
cuard till relieved by the police walking that 
beat. Hoffmeister was very reticent about 
the matter this morning, but his next door 
neighbor informed the police about the 
whole affair. 

Charles Gregg is beingtried by a jury in the 
Police Court to-day for resisting a police offi- 
cer and being violent and obstreperous on 
the streets. The case will not be given to the 
jury before evening. 

About 700 of the Carondelet people were at 
the picnic of Venus Chapter No. 123, Order 
of the Eastern Star, yesterday. In some un- 
accountable manner the rumor was circulated 
in Carondelet that the steamer Charles P. 
Chouteau had taken fire shortly after leaving 
Walnut Grove on her return and many lives 
were lost. When the boat reached 
the Olive street landing at 
10 o’clock last night about a thousand people 
were crowded along the shore, and when the 
landing was made it required the greatest 
exertions of the police to keep anxious 
parents from rushing on board in search of 
their children, and not the slightest accident 
of any kind had occurred since the boat left 
St. Louis. A few of the members of the 
lodge are curious to find out who started 
the rumor.

„L RAILWAY AND BOULEVARDS. 


Mr. O.|D. — Has No Idea of Aban- 
doning His Plans. 

The Council at its meeting last evening re- 
jected all the elevated railway bills before it, 
and a PoOST-DISPATCIHI reporter meeting Mr. 
O. D. Tucker, one of the incorporators of the 
St. Louis Elevated Railway and Boulevard 
Company, was rather surprised at beholding 
his face wreathed in smiles. Mr. Tucker was 
not at all depressed, but was still enthusiastic 
as to the ultimate success of his plan. 

“Why”, “said he St. Louis is bound to have 
an elevated railroad. But with 
regard to the action of the Council 
last night I must say it was quite unex- 
pected. I had asked permission from the 
Committee on Railways to withdraw the bill 
in orderto perfectit and make some addi- 
tions and changes which would have been 
sutisfactory to the committee. However. 
you ean state emphatically the idea is not at 
allabandoned. It will be pushed vigorously. 
We propose to give to St. Louis not only an 
elevated railway on lines that extends to 
every residence quarter in this wide spread 
city, but the Company proposes to open under 
and dedicate at its own cost three great 
boulevards, 150 feet and 120 feet wide, trav- 
ersingtheentire length and breadth of the 

city. No, sir, the Boulevard Company has 
not received a quietus.”’ 

“Now,” added Mr. Tucker, in conclusion,

The prices of tish are as follows: White 
fish and trout 12% cents a pound, dressed 
buffalo 10 cents a pound, cat fish at 12's cents 
a pound, and fresh mackerel] 15 cents each. 

e prices of vegetables are: Lettuce 15 
cents a dozen, radishes 15 cents per dozen, 
onions 15 cents per dozen, beets 25 cents per 
dozen, cauliflower 50 cents to $3, asparagus 
25 cents to $1 50, beans $125 per box, peas 
$1 50, cabbage 10 cents a head, cucumbers 30 
to 60 cents, strawberries 25 to 60cents a gal- 
lon, raspberrles 75 cents and $1. Peaches are 
still high, commanding 75 cents a peck. June 
apples are worth 30 cents a peck ; xoloseberries

A * ECKED WOMAN. 


rdz’s Life From a Royal 
rttoa Mergue. 
From the Boston Herald. 


The story of life of Josephine Ordz is 
one of the most romantic, and, withal, one of 
the saddest, that ever occurred outside of the 
two covers ofa book of fiction. Josephine 
Ordz, in 1848, was young, beautiful and fasci- 
nating,’ a ccntral figure in the brilliant 
soc'ety of Pesth, the Hungarian capital. Her 
father, Count Ordz, sent her, early in life, to 
a Hungarian convent, where she received an 
education that titted her to shine with bril- 
liancy in noble society. It was just at the 
time when angers revolted against the Aus- 
trian rule that Josephine became enamored 
with Count Karaly, a Hungarian patriot. 
Count Ordz was loyal to Austria, 
and Josephine had to choose be- 
tween father and lover. She chose 
the latter, and when Count Karaly was ar- 
rested as a rebel she did everything in her 
power to effect his release. Karaly was sen- 
tenced to be banged, but through the efforts 
of Jcsepline. who bribed an officer, he Rade 
bisescape. ‘They fled to France, were mar- 
ried and lived happily together until the hus- 
band died, leaving Josephine almost penni- 
less. Sbe was a splendid vocalist, and, 
changing her nume to D’Orme. Josephine 
made ber debut as a singer on the operatic 
stege of Paris in 181. She made a brilliant 
success and, in allthe large capital cities of 
Europe where she made her appearance, her 
success was pronounced phenomenal. The 
Austiian authorities forgave her for her dis- 
lovaltv, and Josephine returned to Pesth the 
reizning contralto star of all Europe. In 
1852 Jospehine joined the famous Mario-Grisi 
cpcra troupe, which was under engagement 
to Max Maretzek for an American tour 
and early in 1855 made her first appearance 
in New York inthe old Academy of Music. 
Favored with fame, fortune, a beautiful face 
and figure and a romantic history, she was 
received with creat favor by the American 
pr Her New York debut was unparal- 

eled in point of enthusiasm. She outshone 
Grisi. The audience went wild: some throw- 
ing sings, chains, watehes and other valu- 
ables at her feet in their en husiasm. She 
traveled a'l over the country, repeating the 
remarkable success she achieved in New 
York wherever sbe went. She next went to 
Costa Ric’, Central America, and in 1863, in 
company With Fallini, the baritone, went to 
San Francisco, where she appeared at the 
Metropolitan Theater. Though her stage 
successes were wonderful, the individual 
cc nyuests Which she made were more so. All 
the wealthy bachelors of the city melt 
at her feet and laid their riches at her dis- 

esal. At the cud of the year she left 
San Franeisco for Australia, but was ship- 
wrecked on «4 South Sea island inhabited by 
cannibals. All the other survivors were 
eaten, but she escaped through her wonder- 
ful singing. with whien she pleased the 
chief. A‘ter a year’s ciptivity she es:aped 
and returned tu san Franeisco. Josephine 
then married George Evans, the musical di- 
rector of the theater, but, not living — ily 
togetber, they were divorced.

They spurned her and drove her from the 
rooms they once would give thousands to 
have her grace. On the verge of despair she 
weuld } obble on her crutches to the stage 
entrance of the theater and beg of the actors 
ſor monev. Sbe next went to live with a 
disreputable man named Bower in a 
dirty, three story tenement on Chestnut 
street. She would cook his meals, chop his 
wood and give all her money to him for 
which she Mvariably received thanks by 
hlows. At night the fallen Josephine played 
the piano at a Jackson street saloon, one of 
the lowest resorts in the city. For 
this sbe received the pittance of $1 50 
per nigLt—all of which Bower 
took from her to get drunk upon. Ona the 
night of Decoration Day Josephine returned 
bome after midnight from the beer saloon 
and hobbled up stairs to the one room in 
which she and Bower lived. She called for 
him, but receiving no answer, proceeded to 
an adjoining apartment to see if he was there. 
Soon afterward the inmates of the house were 
aroused by the sound of blows and the cries 
of God help me! God help me!““ and then a 
heavy fall upon the floor. Upon going up 
stairs Josephine was found lying dead upon 
the floor bv her neighbors. The body was 
taken tothe City Morgue, where it lay in 
hastly nakedness until un autopsy was held. 
Jer death was reported to have been caused 
by “chren‘e alcobolism,’’ but there were three 
terrible marks upon the head that could have 
been the means of death.

THE SIEGE OF BERLIN. 


Translated from the Contes du Lundi’’ of Al- 
phonse Daudet,. by Aaron Vail. 


We were strolling upthe avenue of the 


Champs Elysees with our friend the doctoT, 


asking of the houses torn by shells and of the 
sidewalks ploughed up by grapeshot, the his- 
tory of Paris besieged, when just before 
reaching the triumphal arch, the doctor stop- 
ped — pointing to one of those stately 
corner houses so grandly grouped arouad the 
square, he said to me: 

„Do you see those four windows with the 
blinds closed onthe balcony up there? In 
the first days of August last, that terrible 
month of August, full of storms and disas- 
ters, I was called there fora case of apo- 
plexy. They were the rooms of Col. Jouve, 
a culrassier of the first empire, stubbern on 
the subjects of glory and patriotism, who, as 
soon asthe war broke out, moved to the 
Champs Elysees, into an apartment witha 
balcony—guess what for? To be able to wit- 
ness the triumphant return ofour troops. 
Poor old man! The newsof Wissemburg 
reached him as he was leaving the dinner 
table, and when he read the name of Napo- 
leon at the foot of the bulletin of defeat, the 
appoplectic stroke fell upon him like a thun- 
derbolt. 

ound the old cuirassier stretched on 
the carpet with blood upon his face and 
motionless, as if he had received a blow from 
a heavy clu» upon his head. Standing erect 
he must have been very tall; lying there, he 
seemed of immense size. With his hand- 
some features, bis beautiful teeth and his 
curly, snow-white hair, his eighty years 
seemed scarcely sixty. Kneeling at his side, 
and weeping bitterlv, was his 1 
ter. She looked like him, and the two heads 
there close together, seemed like two fine 
Greek medals, struck from the same die, the 
one a little worn and effaced, the other, clear 
and bright, with all the blush of its fresh im- 
print upon it.

Mes, colonel, a great victory,’ and as I 
gave him the details of MacMahon’s splendid 
success I could see his features relax and his 
eves light up. As I went out I found the

ne poor child had scarcely strength 
enough to reply. The true history of Reis- 
choffen had just been posted; MacMahon 
retreating, the entire army crushed. We 
looked atone another in despair.

AGRICULTURAL GLEANINGS. 


Hints and ae ‘for the Tillers 
of the Soil. 


The good farmer cultivates forethought. 
His plans are not made fora single year. He 
looks over his farm, divides the arable land 
into about six equal parts, one-half of which 
is devoted to grass and the other to the plow, 
as each shall take its turn. Every year he 
raises just about so many acresof corn, 80 
many acres of wheat, so through all his crops. 
He keeps just about the same amount of 
stock, and of each about the same, whether 
it be cattle, sheep, horses or hogs. Steadily 
he pursues the even tenor of his way. Hav- 
ing once laid his plans with care andf re- 
thought, he closely pursues with systemutic 


order the plan adopted. 

No matter whether wheat brings 75 cents 
per bushel or $175. No matter whether 
wooi brings 51 or 50 cents per pound. No 
matter whether theese brings 6 or I3 cents at 
wholesale. No matter whether live hogs 
bring 3 or 8 cents per pound. Thus he con- 
tinues year after year, all the time studying 
to improve the productions of his farm, and 
thus increaseits capacity to producea little 
more of each of the different articles he 
raises for sale. But no single one is dropped 
from the list that he may raise more of 
something else without a long considered and 
sufficient reason. If anything he may have 
for sale is very low in price, he knows at once 
that the great pendulum of equilibrium has 
swung away from it. He also knows that it 
will surely swing back again sooner than he 
can change his rotation, even if he wanted to, 
which he does not. 

He is accurate in all his affairs. He knows 
just how he stands. Knows who he owes 
and who owes him, what itis for and when 
Ris due. He also knows just how he expects 
to meet every claim against him, has calcu- 
lated accurately the matter before he incur- 
red the debt and with prompt payments, 
thusin a few months making his word as 
good as his written bond. More than this, 
he knows by his accurate and full diary con- 
densed into yearly statements what each suc- 
ceeding year has produced him. He knows 
what the average price of every article he 
raises for sale has been in his market town 
for all the years since he has had produce to 
sell. If be has an article for sale and the 

rice is a long way below the average he 
holds the same until the pendulum swings 
back again. 

If the price is fully up to the average he 
does not wait with the expectation of getting 
the very highest cent that will be paid just 
before the pendulum falls back again. He 
sells at the highest current price, knowing 
that once the highest price is reached, stag- 
nation and a fall so quickly succeeds that not 
one in a hundred men can be the lucky man 
to get the highest price paid. Thus his aver- 
age gains will compare with the best. Slowly 
it may be, but surely he is getting rich and 
all the time living better than many Kings of 
Mammon. While he sleeps his crops and his 
animals grow. Panicscannotruin him. As 
it has taken time to acquire his riches, he 
generally knows how to keep them, while the 
merchant or manufacturer may be rich to-day 
and poor to-morrow, and notfrom any fault 
of his own. 

GIVE THE CALVES PLENTY TO EAT. 

Now is the season of the year that voung 
calves should have plenty of food. If they 
are permitted to be continually half starved 
during May and June, they will hardly ever 
get over the set-back received from such a 
course. Every one who has visited a farm 
where calves are fed sparingly must be fam- 
iliar with that peculiar rural music, the bel- 
lowing of a discontented young calf—a music 
not of the most agreeable sort, indicating, as 
it does, thatthe little fellow is ill at ease 
some way or other. 

It is worth while to inquire into the cause 
of this discontent, fora young animal can 
not be expected to stand and baw! for hours 
together without wasting, through such an 
amount of breath, noise and effort, a consid- 
erable portion of flesh, to say nothing of the 
real physical suffering which must cause 
these incessant complaints. By giving the 
ealf all the milk necessary for a full 
stomach, we expect the bawling would cease. 
The fact is calves generally are doomed to a 
position too much like that of young ¢hildren 
—that is, they are regarded as too small and 
insignificant a race of animals to merit much 
attention from grown-up persons with wise 
heads. 

For as children are not unfrequently kept 
in the nursery under the care of those who 
would not be entrusted with the care of mon- 
eyed concerns, or sent to school to have their 
new born intellects molded by the cheap 
scbool master, whom their parents would not 
suffer to have charge of even a favorite horse, 
so in like manner young calves are shut up 
or tied up in some comfortless out-house, 
where they receive a few moments’ attention 
in feeding twice in the space of twenty-four 
hours. Nature points out most distinctly 
that the young animal must at first be al- 
lowed to thrive only on the rich nutriment 
furnished by the fresh milk of the cow. 

The practice of separating the two wholly 
and at once is unnatural and severe. Aftera 
calf has been weaned it should be fed often 
and in small quantities at a time. When 
calves are allowed to distend themselves free- 
ly about sunrise, they should not be com- 
pelled to fast fourteen hours before another 
mealis given at sunset. It would save, as 
evening approaches, an incessant and pitiful 
bawling, which is caused in obedience to the 
gnawings of a hungry stomach. 


THE WATER SUPPLY IN THE COUNTRY. 

Since the time the song of The Old Oaken 
Bucket“ was written, and perhaps for centu- 
ries before, people have believed that the 
open wellas found in the vicinity of most 
farm houses * — water “the purest and 
sweetest that Nature can vield.” It is true 
that nearly all Nature’s springs and many 
wells afford very excellent water for drink- 
ing and culinary purposes. But it is also 
true that a very large proportion of the water 


would not be tolerated for supplying the in- 
habitante of a large city. In some cases it is 
taken from streams that contain all sorts of 
vegetable and animal impurities. In very 
many instances the water that falls from the 
roofs of buildings is conveyed through dirty 
troughs into wooden cisterns, where itis 
stowed for the use of the family. It contains 
all the impurities of the air as well as those 
on the roof, in the troughs, and in the cis- 
tern itself. What is worse, itis constantly 
accumulating impurities in the place 
where it is stored. It becomes worse 
the longer it is kept. No filter, hew- 
ever good, can remove all the foreign 
substances it contains. It has an agreeable 
color, flavor and smell. One long accustomed 
to the use of the water may not notice them, 
but they are apparent to persons who have 
been in the habit of using water thatis com- 
paratively pure. Most wells that afford ex- 
cellent drinking water are so carelessly man- 
aged that they become reservoirs of all kinds 
of filth. Vegetable matter of various sorts 
flows into them and becomes decomposed. 
Small animals and various sorts of vermin 
fall inthe well and die, and as their decom- 
7 is slow, their presence is not noticed 
or months. When a farm well is cleaned 
out the beholder is generally nausated at the 
mass of corruption he sees taken from it. 
Many wells are so situated that the filth of 
the barnyard, the bis- and even the privy 
finds its way to them. The liquid from these 
2 must flow somewhere, and as the well 
sthe nearest outlet for drainage, it passes 
into it through the porous soil. Sometimes 
— water, after heavy rains, flows into 
wells. 
THE WHEAT CROP OF 1881. 

The millers of the National Millers’ Asso- 
ciation, in session last week atthe Paimer 
ao Chicago, estimated the wheat crop of 
1881 to be short 120,000,000 bushels. bis 
estimate was not made without abundant 
proof. Millers and buyers are not wont to 
announce in advance that the wheat crop is

It is now conceded that our last year’s crop 
was greatly overestimated. The wants of 
Europe were underestimated. The foreign 
demand will not fall much if any below that 
of last year. Chicago granaries are said to 
be virtually empty and the acreage of wheat 
tributary to them is no greater than last year, 
while the 1 of a good or even fair crop 
is not good. 

The great increase of population of our 
country the past year is an element not to be 
neglected in estimating the probable future 
of wheat. None of the tens of thousands of 
immigrants are producers, or can be for 
twelve months. The general prosperity in 
trade, too, is a factor that points to increased 
consumption of wheat among laborers. 

The prospect of cheaper transportation to 
the seaboard has its effect in stiffening prices. 
On the whole, the farmer who has a good 
crop of wheat this year has good reason to 
expect good pay for his work. 

IMPROVING STOCK. 

The Rural Word says on this subject: With 
improved times comes a growing demand for 
improved stock of all kinds. More fine stock 
is chaning Sees than we have ever known 
before. The spiritis rife among farmers to 
improve their stock, and now that their pock- 
et-books are getting plethoric they are grati- 
fving their desires to have as fine horses, cat- 
tle, sheep, swine and poultry as any of their 
neighbors. They have reaped the benefit of 
improved farm machinery, and now the 
want to reap the benefits that improved stoc 
will bring them. We are glad to see this 
desire for improvement 
farmers. It is an evidence 
there is intelligence and enterprise among 
the farming classes generally. We believe it 
far better for farmers to invest their surplus 
cash in improving their farms, their buildings, 
their stock, than in adding to the number of 
their acres. The production of most farms 
may be doubled. The value of farm animals 
on all farms can be more than doubled by se- 
curing the best breeding stock and giving the 
proper care and attention to all stock raised 
onthe farm. If the present.good times con- 
tinue it will be a great thing for American 
farming. Great progress will be made in all 
directions, but in no direction will there be 
more progress than in the improvement of 
our domestic animals. 


THE TREASURY RING. 


Some Facts About the Interesting Lady 
in the Case. 
Washington Special to Chicago Tribune. 


The stoppage of the Treasury ey at 
this particular juncture, first announced in 
these dispatches, creates considerable gossip 
and speculation. There is more surprise ex- 
pressed in the Treasury itself than anywhere 
else. Perhaps this is because many of the 
irregularities are there more familiar, and 
the results of a thorough investigation more 
fraught with personal consequences. The 
ener of the woman in the case, and the 
probabil ty ofthe development of an ugly 
scandal affecting the character of a public 
official near to the Secretary, has contribu- 
ted more to the sensation. The in- 
fluence of this woman has been felt in the 
Treasury for several years. She is plump, 
handsome and shrewd, and has swayed the 
powers that be with such arod of authority 
that she has long been considered the practi- 
cal embodiment of power itself, carrying on 
her conquest and the disposal of clerks and 
clerkshipsat will. So notorious has this be- 
come that it is not necessary to mention her 
name in this connection, since every one at 
all familiar with Treasury matters can name 
her and her official representatives at once, 
whenever the subject is mentioned. As the 
female member of the Pitney ring,she is fear- 
ed by the petty chiefs throughout the Treas- 
ury, while subordinates fawn upon her as the 
shortest way to official favor. On Christmas 
days she is the recipient of 
testimoniais from many sources. 
this W being seized upon by the 
sycophants to placate the wrath and win the 
favor of the man who is Sr named as her 
consort. Not one who would hoid place dare 
raise a Whisper of complaint about the rule 
of this Treasury Queen. Loaded with pres- 
ents, fawned upon by subordinates, feared 
by ebief clerks, and hated by contemporary 
favorites, what wonder is it that Custodian 
Pitney should lay at her feet the choicest 
gifts which could be charged to the Contin- 
gent Fund. When the Investigatiug Com- 
mittee got down to her sealskins, house and 
furniture, and the mysterious relations ex- 
isting between the Queen, the ring and the 
real lord of the Treasury, it found itself on 
dangerous grounds. Not only that, but it 
found itself suddenly snuffed out of exist- 
ence.
